That is the aim of Boston 


University’s new _ minister 


from San Francisco. 


On a Sunday morning in late Septem- 
ber, a full congregation nisin gl 
Boston University’s Marsh Chapel, 
which had more usually been nearly 
empty since its construction in 1949 
They, most of them strangers to the 
church, were there to hear the opening 
sermon of Dr. Howard Thurman, re- 
cently appointed Dean of the Chapel 
and University Preacher, the first Negro 
ever named to a full-time teaching post 
at Boston University. 

The congregation sat in silence, 
shoulder to shoulder, row on row; yet 
all this mass of humanity seemed in- 
sufficient to warm the cold, white 
severeness of the Gothic architecture. 
Then the organ sounded and the choir 
filed in, followed by Dr. Thurman and 
Harold C. Case, President of the Uni- 
versity. The new minister and the con- 
gregation viewed one another with in- 
terest. Dr. Thurman saw before him a 
sea of unknown faces, curious, impas- 
sive, waiting to pass judgment. And 
they saw before them a medium-sized 
man with dark brown skin, heavy- 
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Dr. Howard Thurman in deep meditation 
just before the service. 


lidded, luminous eyes, broad forehead 
and blunt features, of a serious 
expression. 

Adding to the barrier of strangeness 
was a new order of service, written by 
Thurman. First there was the choral 
call to worship, the hymn, the invoca- 
tion, responsive reading, anthem, etc., 
after which Dean Thurman finally ap- 
proached the pulpit to read the Medita- 
tion. He began reading in an unbe- 
lievabl slow, soft voice, with 
beaucifally phrased words and measured 
pauses in which the silence deepened, 
his head down. The effect was almost 
hypnotic. An emotion was evoked that 
gradually seemed to warm the cold 
looking chapel life and warmth 
flowed from the minister to the con- 
gregation and made a pile of stone for 
the first time into a house of God. 

“Ie happened during the Medita- 
cion,’” Dean Thurman recalls. ‘I was 
no longer a stranger. We were all part 
of the human family, caught in the 
same struggle, trying to get light on 
our own particular ) Blt Pe 
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Every Sunday since that first one, the 
Chapel has been full. And any Sunday 
after the service you will observe people 
coming down the steps, still hardly 
talking, still under Thurman's spell; 
they stand around in knots, in which 
there are numerous colored people, 
Chinese, Indians, and others. If vou 
listen, you will hear only praise, and 
sense a deep respect for this man who 
is able to free their spirits to worship 
And Thurman: ‘‘I don't have to have 
anybody tell me whether they have 
worshipped, because if I feel that I have 
been to church at the end of the service, 
then I know I have not been a mere 
performer.”’ 


He hopes to make Marsh Chapel a 
place where any one of any religion 
‘can find an experience in what he is 
secking Somewhere in the hour 
and five minutes of the service,’’ says 
Thurman, ‘‘there is some minute cach 
person can find as his own."’ He also 
must find a moment that is uniqucly 
his, because, ‘my approach to religion 
is a layman's, not a professional. My 
needs are as deep and personal as 
theirs... When the moment comes, 
Thurman says it is as though, ‘'I have 
smelt ammonia.”’ 

Proof that Dr. Thurman's approach 
to religion works is evident in the out- 
standing success of the Church for the 
Fellowship of All Peoples in San Fran- 
cisco, where as minister for the past 
nine years, he has increased the con- 
gregation from a wavering 30 to a stable 
group of over 300, composed of a wide 
variety of races and religions. When 
B. U. announced a program last spring 
to create an interracial, interdenomina- 
tional religious center for the univer- 
sity and, che community, Dr. Thurman 
was named as the logical man to head 
it: the man who believes, ‘‘ The central 
act of celebration of the human spirit 
is the conscious worship of God. In the 
presence of God, neither male or fe 
male, white or black, Jew or Gentile, 
Catholic or Protestant, exist. There is 
only humanity.” 

Love of humanity courses through 
him in a wide rich stream. It is evident 
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He lets the congregation go with a joke. 


in the power of his speech, the original 
and forceful symbols he evokes, his 
strong sense of humor, and the breadth 
of his philosophy. Confronted by such 
a man, the consideration of color or 
race becomes trivial and irrelevant; ex- 
cept as news, why even mention that 
Thurman is a Negro? Talking with him 
causes one to reflect that, if there is such 
a thing as a legitimate hierarchy, then 
it is a hierarchy of the mind, and in 
such an exalted society Thurman would 
stand out. There are from every coun- 
try, every people and from all walks of 
life a few who have a kinship far more 
important than race or nationality 
they think alike. Not that they agree, 
but that they dwell on the same things: 
humanity, religion, the meaning of life 
and man’s purpose, all those imponder- 
ables which engross the true philos- 
opher. And out of totally different 
backgrounds, they may meet anywhere 
and recognize their kinship. 

That this brotherhood is as true for 
the rest of humanity is easier to realize 
when Thurman preaches. When he 
says, ‘* We all hunger for God,"’ man’s 
similarities become far more tangible 
than the prejudices which keep him 
apart. When he speaks, humanity has 
found a tongue. 
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then, with a quick change of pace, renews the tension and, drives home his point 


But what he talks about is no more 
important in moving his hearers than 
the way he talks. It would be hard to 
find a more accomplished speaker; in 
fact, without in the least impugning 


his sincerity, he may be called a spell- 


binder. Probably all great speakers are 
In good speaking there is a quality of 
performance, of timing and dramatic 
change of pace. In his manner of read- 
ing the Meditation, we spoke of Thur- 
man’s slow, almost whispered delivery, 
that held the congregation transfixed, 
breathless, straining to hear. His ser- 
mon voice, by contrast, is infinitely 
varied; there is still the measured, 
weighty cadence, but the tone rises 
and falls from a powerful booming bass 
to a sibilant whisper. His long, grace- 
ful hands move constantly, creating 
images from the air, now spread wide, 
now poising a point on the fingertips. 
In one sermon, entitled *‘ Barren or 
Fruitful'’, Dean Thurman had worked 
the congregation up to a terrific in- 
tensity. He was speaking of ‘‘doing 
violence to that which I had embraced 
as meaningful."’ Macbeth had been 
quoted as a case in point. As he said, 
“there is blood on my hands,’ the 
agony im his voice and the raising of

his straining hands created a 
and affecting illusion. There 
even a cough to break the hush as he 
paused 

Now abruptly, he changed pace and 
theme. In a droll voice he mimicked, 
smart, do hear? Yes I'm 
smart. I’m smart and I know it. I've 
been everywherc, and where I haven't 
been, my parents have.’’ The congre- 
gation laughed and relaxed, for a 
moment Buc the minister's manner 
changed again and he admonished 
them, ‘‘Don't let contempt of the com 
monplace make your life barren!’’ He 
went on to tell of a crippled man in a 
college town who made his living rx 
pairing shoes. He was dismissed by the 
students as simply, “Old Crip."’ But 
one day the man approached Thurman 
after a sermon and asked him to visit 
him in his room. Thurman did, and had 
one of the most rewarding expericnces 
of his life. The cripple, it turned out, 
knew almost all of Shakespeare by 
heart, and performed for the minister 
with moving perfection. “There was 
that man, winning his way through life 
supported by two huge crutches.’* In a 
slow, whispered voice he drove his 
point home, “There is magic, all 
around you.”

rhus, his manner of preaching, dra- 
matic, rich in example and anecdote 
from his own full life, is a treasure house 
which he opens to those who can 
understand and learn. He says, ‘I feel 
the people inside of me."’ He almost 
always reads something before begin 
ning his sermon, something which has 
significance in itself, which may or 
may not have bearing on the sermon 
“Te 008 the congregation's spirit at 
my disposal, and mine at theirs. The 
juices start flowing, independent of me 
The tempo opens up, the congregation 
and I flow together, and it is in that 
confluence that I start preaching.”’ 
Keeping the feeling intact once he has 
sarved — strong discipline and is 
essential, because “if they feel you are 
out of control, then chaos results.’ 
But, ‘there is a certain profound con- 
fidence in the integrity of what you are 
doing that bottoms the whole activity, 
so that you are never lost.” 

With his sensitivity to the spirit of 
his listeners, which he gauges mostly 
by his own feeling and sense of rever- 
ence, Thurman can let them have a 


belly laugh if they need one, with no 


sense of irreverence or bad taste, and 
without losing control, because he 
knows “‘it’s on the track, in the palm 
of the hand."’ He says: 

‘*I can feel the emotions of the audi- 
ence rising, until they reach the danger 
point. By that I mean something has to 
give. So, the simplest thing of sophis- 
ticated people to give is their attention 
I tell a joke to let them go. I can't do 
violence to that reverential feeling, by 
manipulating it. That exposure belongs 
to God om 

With all this force, this leadership 
and the power to move his hearers, Dr. 
Thurman remains a humble man, a man 
dedicated to ‘‘stirring deep emotions 
that we often try to disown,’’ feelings 
that Americans particularly seem em- 
barrassed to show, finding release in- 
stead in emotional reactions to cheap 
sentimentality. In a role of leadership, 
which he regards as purely incidental, 
Thurman is seeking what he feels all 
humans are secking—‘to share as an 
offering of the heart, that which has 
deepest meaning."’ And this he de- 
nem as ‘‘at bottom, the hunger for 
God.”’

FOREWORD 


In the first half of the last century, aloof 
from the radiant circle of the Concord 
Authors, as dark and legendary as one of 
his own characters “in sad-colored gar- 
ments, and gray, steeple-crowned hats,’ 
Nathaniel Hawthorne seems to stand for- 
ever motionless, all in shadow, a cloaked 
mystery, impenetrable. 

His tales were like the man. Not even 
his neighbors, Emerson with a “sunbeam 
in his face,”’ or Thoreau “with much of wild 
original nature” in him (as Hawthorne 
botanized them in his Journal), owned a 
personality more co-continuous with his 
works. He is ever-present in them, yet not 
in a personal, autobiographical way; rather 
he is felt, a presence, as one might be aware 
of a ghostly Rembrandt close to his canvas, 
still the Artist and still peering more deeply 
and wonderingly than anyone at his own 
creations. 

We shall try to draw nearer this great and 
elusive spirit, but at the outset we know that 
he will still be far away when our pilgrim- 
age is done. Even to Sophia Peabody Haw- 
thorne, his wife, he had an eerie, magnetic 
quality that alarmed her at first, but became 
archangelical to her later. 

Our visit with Hawthorne, then, will 
more resemble an unearthly visitation, for 
he will doubtless be at our elbow at each 
step, perhaps noting down in some ethereal 
Journal our fumblings at his ancient Con- 
cord, Boston and Salem archives, or smiling 
spectrally while we poke away the grasses

at time-eaten gravestones, his very ““monu- 
ments carved with armorial bearings,” 
seeking that which perhaps we know shall 
not be found. 

For our concern in this Legend story is 
neither all of Hawthorne's life, nor all of his 
works: it is The Scarlet Letier; Hawthorne 
as he was when and before he wrote it, the 
tanglewood of its origins; and the traditions 
that ever since have placed upon this or 
that actual feminine breast of Puritan Bos- 
ton, “in fine red cloth, surrounded with an 
elaborate embroidery and fantastic flour- 
ishes of gold-thread,” the letter A.

Since you will be dinned with The 


Scarlet Letter all through this, why 
don’t we sit for a moment, remembering 
it? Perhaps for you, too, it is hazy with 
time, years since you turned its pages. 
Do they seem difficult? A professor of 
English told us he thought so. Our 
own memory until changed by new 
readings was of a story jungle-thick 
with words, and few quotes. 

Yet what have we here? A love story: 
the oldest theme in the world: the tri- 
angie. ‘*But,’’ as one said to us, “'I 
thought the place in it was Salem in 


Grave of the Author, Concord, Mass. 
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witchcraft times!’ And it is true that 
visitors in Salem, that “‘disarranged 
checkerboard"* with Gallows Hill at 
one end, sometimes ask to see where 
The Scarlet Letter’s heroine, Hester 
Prynne, stood on the pillory scaffold. 

No, it was Boston, many years before 
Suffolk and Essex Counties had their 
delusive and tragic witch-hunts.? The 
year is a decade or so after the settle- 
ment of Boston, in the middle 1600's, 
and to picture it you must dissolve all 
of today’s Boston, and gather the forest 
in close around Cornhill—which means 
that King’s Chapel me!ts away and 
becomes a Puritan minister's home; the 
former county courthouse changes into 
its own ancestor, grimmest of oak- 
timbered, iron - spiked prisons; and 
down must go the Old State House in 
favor of its earliest predecessor, Bos- 
ton's first Meeting-house—in front of 
which (at last we find it) would stand 
the scaffold, the pillory, and Hester 
Prynne, the scarlet A glowing on her 
bosom. 

Does the story return? . how 
Mistress Prynne, than whom there has 
been no more commanding tragic her 
oine in all literature, not joehollon the 
Greeks, came to Boston ahead of her 
aged scholarly husband? How she fell 
in love with Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale, 
the brilliant, ailing, revered minister, 
and bore his child, elfin little Pear]? 

And her punishment... to wear a 
scarlet A for life, standing at intervals be- 
fore the populace! 

As it all comes back, one remembers 
swiftly how Hester embroiders the A, 
bears her punishment with dignity, 
shields her lover; how her husband, 
Roger Chillingworth, appears and, 
suspecting the minister, begins a psy- 
chological torture that is all too 
familiar in our modern world; how, 
seeing the agony of her lover, Hester

“ON A FIELD, SABLE, THE LETTER A, 
GULES.” 


For a few minutes, awaiting the open- 
ing of the burying-ground gate on a 
drizzly Sunday morning, we sat in one 
of King’s Chapel’s high, old-fashioned 
pews, looking up at the tall pulpit and 
sounding board, and around at white 
marble busts and memorial plaques 

So vivid was Hawthorne's descrip 
tion of the King’s Chapel grave that it 
is little wonder many seek it. Graves 
with “‘armorial bearings’’ are there 
indeed; many a name is dim, and one's 
ardent scrutiny trics hard to imagine a 
“Hester Prynne’’ on this or that 
sunken, tilted slab of slate. 

But our studies had already warned 
us against such a hope. No Hester 
Prynne lies in King’s Chapel Burying- 
ground, at least no one of that name. 
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Nor is there a Rev. Dimmesdale, whose 
house stood, in the story, where the 
church is. Tantalizingly, minor per- 
sons in The Scarlet Letter were given 
their real names—like Gov. Belling- 
ham, asleep over in the Granary Bury- 
ing - ground beside the Park St 
church, and Mistress Hibbins, the gov- 
ernor’s sister, executed as a witch in 
1656 

Had there been a Hester under an- 
other name? We had come across the 
idea in The Boston Book, by photog- 
rapher Arthur Griffin and writer Esther 
Forbes (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston, 
1947). Speaking of antique interments 
at King’s Chapel, the book goes on: 
‘‘ Another tradition says that Elizabeth

Letter.’ ’ 

That fateful sentence had taken us 
through many a history, genealogy, 


the first Boston Meeting- 
house, where the Old State House nou 
stands. Here stood Hester on the scaffold.

lead us through further tomes, of Puri- 
tan court cases, tax records, handbooks, 
and all manner of queer old volumes, 
standing tied with dusty ribbon in 
bookstores, collections and libraries. 
Esther Forbes, via long distance, had 
tried to be helpful. “‘I think I came 
across it in one of Bacon's Boston guide- 
books, one before 1900."

The niece of this lady was Elizabeth 
Paine Homer, evidently named for her 
illustrious uncle-by-marriage, and she 
is there-—in black and white, in Memo- 
rials of the Dead, Containing Exact Tran- 
scriptions of Inscriptions on the Sepulchral 
Monuments in the King's Chapel Burial 
Ground, by Thos.

There 
were no persons whatever of these 
names in the 1634 Book of Possessions, 
wherein all who owned Boston land 
were listed (which would be closer to 
The Scarlet Letter period). Hester's orig 
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inal, if one existed, might still be some- 
one else, or—most probably—she was 
compounded of a more rarefied element 
than graveyard mould: a blend of 
historic cases (in which Hawthorne 
steeped himself), and the elixirs of his 
own genius 

“Then Hester Prynne was a deeper 
composite than tombstones might re 
veal,’’ we were saying to Miss Hackett, 
when all at once we experienced a 
powerful, magnetic, and spectral beck- 
oning, not to be denied, there in what 
had become the bottomless dark of

Hawthorne nobly seated, hat and 
cane in hand, coat thrown capewise 
about him, is the first thing you see 
going into Salem. Bela Lyon Pratt's 
Statue stays in your mind as you enter 
Washington Square, where children 
hop about the walks, just as merrily as 
did Hawthorne's own angelic, weird 
little daughter Una -or Hester's Pearl 
in the forest, for there was a real-lite 
prototype 

And in Washington Square you meet 
the pixilated old men described by Van 
Wyck Brooks in The Flowering of Neu 
England (E. P. Dutton & Co., In 
1936 One, indeed, in a frayed over 
coat, autumn leaves like tame bats 
whisking about his thin shoulders, 
qucrulously seized our hand, pronounced 
our face ‘‘honest,'’ which we assured 
him we tried to have it be, and, on 
hearing that our car had battery trouble, 
said: “It’s always so, sir—Salem’s a 
hard-luck town. He'd say so, too!”’ 
waggling both arms toward the statuc 
of Hawthorne. 

We had to agree that the author had 
not cared for Salem, although bound to 
it by inst. «ct and a certain affection 

Washington Square is an equilateral 
triangle. Venture only a block or 
two in this or that direction, and you 
have traversed the heart Hawthorne's 
life there. Turn so, and you face Union 
St., where he was born in a bare, plain 
house, July 4, 1804. Face a little this 
way, and here, on Herbert St., he lived 
for years in a plainer house, writing in 
seclusion; a house in which his wid 
owed mother also lived in seclusion 
Here he felt himself to be “‘ the obscur- 
est man of letters in America’’; here, 
Salem revisited, he was to write, at 31, 
‘In this dismal chamber FAME was 
won.”

Fields pronounced it 
a classic—and so was born 
the story of Hester Prynne. 


Let us stroll, however, to 14 Mall 
Sct., where The Scarlet Letter was written 
It is unmarked, a narrow, three-story 
house, painted dull buff with brown 
trim, rising on a small, shady street, 
behind a wooden fence and gate, and 
having at its toes, as it were, a minia 
ture yard. , 

“Our metes and bounds are rather 
narrow,’ Hawthorne had journalized; 
“but still there is fair room for them 
his children, Una and Julian) to play 
under the elms, the pear-tree, and the 
two or three plum-trees that over- 
shadow our brick avenue and little 
grass plot.”’ 

It is still a little grass-plot, there 
within the gate—that gate where 
Sophia Hawthorne hung with joy one 
day as she saw the childien and their

Yet it was a sad period. Hawthorne 
went to work as Surveyor of the Port 
at the Custom House, a three-minute 
walk, and there worked three and one 
half hours daily, seated on a three- 
legged stool at a high, plain desk, 
Surrounded by musty officials, former 
sea captains who snoozed" in -rickety

chairs er re-told their tales for the 
hundredth time, Hawthorne paced his 
high, bare room, glowered at the dingy 
shipping (for Salem had declined as a 
port after the War of 1812), and spent 
his afternoons baby sitting at the Mall 
St. house 

The baby sitting was necessary, for 
Sophia was tending his dying mother 
‘*He—the heaven-gifted Seer—to spend 
his life between the Custom House and 
the nursery!’" sorrowed his adoring 
wife. And they laid plans for a study 
for him on the top floor. But these 
were fallow years; his genius was 
numbed. Ie was not until a political 
trick put him out of office that he began 
The Scarlet Letter. He came home that 
day, dejected, and Sophia said, ‘Oh 
then, you can write your book!'’—he 
must have spoken of the story trying 
to writhe itself into life, in his brain. 
It would be agreeable to know how one 
could write, with no money, said he. 
Whereupon Mrs. Hawthorne, that best 
of all literary wives, drew forth her 
savings! 


‘Up there is the room where he wrote 
it,"’ said young Antonio Frechette 
‘We bought the place two months ago 
Lot of people come asking questions, so 
I guess we d better read up on it."’ The 
Frechettes plan to paint the house 
now enlarged since Hawthorne's day, 
and rented out as tenements. No orig 
inal furnishings are present 

Across Mall Street William Skoniecki 
was polishing his black car. He lives 
on the first floor of the Hawthorne 
house—has for 15 years. His father-in- 
law once owned it. Of Polish descent, 
Mr. Skoniecki knew his Sienkiewicz, 
author of Quo Vadis, but had not read 
Hawthorne. But he knew much about 


the house, and Cynthia his youngest 
daughter is reading Tanglewood Tales 


“There was old green woodwork up 
there in the study—green and blue,”’ 
said Mr. Skoniecki. ‘‘No wood like 
that here. I figured it came from Ger- 
many, maybe the Black Forest. It was 
all torn out, finally. And say, they 
used to bake in the cellar—big baking 
place there, all the length of the house 
But you know, people say there's a 
secret staircase he had put in, up to his 
room. They say he was a ladies’ man 
so his girl-friend’d go up the staircase 
maybe. I'ye checked the whole house 
but I didn’t find any staircase But 
maybe it’s there anyway.” 

We laughed heartily over the girl 
friend story told, but could not believe 
this of Hawthorne, a recluse into his 
mid-thirties, dragged into social life 
by Sophia's energetic sister Elizabeth 

the Peabodys lived nearby on Charter 
St.), and then, as his own journals and 
letters show and Sophia's too 
blessed with an idyllically romantic 
marriage 

At the Peabody house on Charter 
Street, where Hawthorne had courted 
Sophia, George Xiarhos, a burly, philo 
sophic Greek, laughed off the “ girl- 
friend”"’ rumor. This is the house de 
scribed in Dr. Grimshawe's Secret, and, 
as in the story, it abuts a cemetery. 


‘I like to know about this Haw- 
thorne,’’ said Mr. Xiarhos, who oc- 
cupies the house. “He is like our old 
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time in Greece, like Plato and, how do 
you say in American, Aes ss 

‘Aeschylus? Sophocles?"’ 

‘Sure. I see you know about them. 
Well, I go to the museums—I find many 
things about him there. These are my 
sons He gestured proudly at 
Peter, Nicholas, Charles and Louis. “‘I 
am a barber,’’ said George Xiarhos, 
tapping his broad chest with a wrench 
“Come see us again!"’ We shall. 

In the adjoining cemetery children 
were playing tag amongst the graves of 
witchcraft times. We gave them a new 
game—to find that of John Hathorne, 
witchcraft judge—but, since they had 
not heard of him, we forebore to tell 
them anything, even though it was 
nearing Halloween, and they would 
probably have been gleeful over home- 
grown witches. 

This old Hathorne had lain, we 
knew, not only in his grave, but even 
more heavily on Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne’s mind. In no small way, The 
Scarlet Letter begins with him, for the 
leit-motifs of guilt, tortured conscience, 
and the very theme of a judgment grisly 
and adamantine, thread all through 
Hawthorne's Journal. 

Nowhere else in his life is there an 
event of really cataclysmic hurt Cunless 
it were his mother’s death)—hurt Of a 
power sufficient to explain his macabre 
if poetic gift, and its rise to tragic 
magnitude in The Scarlet Letter. Yet how 
deeply Hawthorne really felt old Judge 
Hathorne’s weight is debatable—he 
had a writer's relish of good material, 
and such an ancestor was marvelous 
stuff for a romancer. 

Yes, one looks in vain for real trag- 
edy in his uneventful life. Happy with 
Sophia and fatherhood, he was some- 
what grumpy about his circumstances 
restless in Salem, pacing that Custom 
House like a tiger until let

“Of course,”’ said serious Edwin W 
Small, portly, well informed Superin 
tendent of the Salem Custom House 
today, ‘it looks better now.

tising man, and with Adelene Hennes- 
sey, from the Library of Soldier’s Hos- 
pital in Chelsea, Mass., and Isabella 
Marques, Portugucse-American nurse of 
the same hospital. In this group—our- 
self a Protestant—we explored an in- 
teresting viewpoint, that of intelligent, 
well-read Catholics. All had read The 
Scarlet Letter. 

Mr. Cokeley, tall, with smooth 
white hair and intense dark eyes, spoke 
with thoughtful religiosity of what 
might have happened had Hester 
Prynne’s story occurred in a Catholic 
community. She would have had ab- 
solution. It would have been a different 
story-—harrowing as that problem al- 
ways is—but not the story we know. 
“It is a great story,"’ said Mr. Cokeley,

We are now at the true heart of the 
matter. It does not seem probable 
nothing in the life of this man, a man 
of profound integrity and purity, de- 
spite debunking biographers that 
Hawthorne was expressing his own 
need for confession or catharsis. Per- 
haps Hester, in all her magnificence, 
tall, deep-bosomed, with ‘‘dark and 
abundant hair,"’ ‘‘deep black eyes,’’"— 
with ‘‘a certain state and dignity’’—-a 
woman such as tragedians have always 
conjured up (Electra, Antigone, Anna 
Karenina, Eustacia Vye) perhaps 
Hester was an image of strength he 
needed, despite his love for Sophia, the 
tender, the frail, the adoring. Except 
for her, he had little use for the neur- 
asthenic modern woman of the 1800's 
Hester may have been, then, a sort of 
imaginary love affair, as a novel, in 
someone’s wise comment, is always a 
love affair to the writer. 

But beyond this—no. Hester Prynne 
a good old combative Puritan surname 
in Engiand, by the way), rose from the 
deepest and most beautiful, yet murk- 
jest region in the world, the mind of 
a great artist, in this case one of the 
most mysterious of all artists, whose 
inner mystery—that of his brooding 
mind—still eludes the curious investi- 
gator. He himself will always seem 
half Legendary, even more so than his 
tale of the scarlet A-—motionless, in 
shadow, impenetrable

The True (Maybe) Story of 


How much misery does it take to 
make a man swear off women: No 
doubt it requires great disenchantment 
to make the average man eschew the 
fair sex, but no man we ever heard of 
came back for more as repeatedly as 
did L. A. Abbott, the author and pub- 
lisher in 1870 of a fabulous book, en- 
titled ‘“‘Seven Wives and _ Seven 
Prisons’’, or ‘Experiences in the Life 
of a Matrimonial Monomaniac 
There seems no way of proving whether 
or not it is a factual account of his mis- 
adventures, or one of those fantasies 
frequently published as true experiences 
in the last century. But it is so frankly 
and painstakingly written, dwells in 
such detail on his prison sentences and 
general experience, that we are inclined 
to think Abbott was telling the truth 
He himself could find no reason for his 
repeated marriages other than to decide 
he was a matrimonial monomaniac, 
everlastingly susceptible to the snares 
of young girls and plump, well-to-do 
widows.

a Matrimonial Monomaniac 


All his subsequent troubles stemmed 
from his first marriage; when he was 
only eighteen he married “my first 
and worst’, a girl from his neighbor- 
hood in Chatham, N. Y. By mutual 
agreement they separated, she retaining 
custody of their four children 

Abbott now supposed that the final 
separation, ©‘ was as effectual as all the 
courts in the country could make it, 
and I looked upon myself as a free 
man."’ Accordingly when he met the 
pretty daughter of a flourishing farmer 
in Worthington, Mass., where he had 
undertaken to practice medicine, he 
did not hesitate to woo and marry her. 
Her father was not of the same opinion, 
however, when he discovered that 
Abbott was previously married and 
apparently undivorced, and he came 
home one night with a posse and a 
warrant for Abbott's arrest 

He took the farmer aside and asked 
him to accompany him to see his 
daughter and make everything right 
with her, and then, if he would let 
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Abbot get away, he might keep his fine 
horse and buggy. The offer was too 
tempting to refuse, and the farmer 
accepted. Abbott continues the account: 

“We rode to his house, and he went into the 
back-room by direction of his daughter while she 
and I talked in the hall. I explained matters as 
well as ! could; I promised to see her again, and 
that very soon My horse and buggy were at the 
door. Hastily bidding my new and young wife 
good-bye’ I sprang into the buggy and drove 
rapidly away. The father rushed to the door and 
raised a great hue and cry, and what was more, 
raised the neighbors; I had not driven five miles 
before all Worthington was after me. But I had 
the start, the best horse, and I led in the race. I 
drove to Hancock, N. Y., where my pursuers lost 
the trail."’ 


But as a result of a newspaper account 
of Abbott's trial for seduction of a girl 
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in Templeton, Mass., which was 
dropped, his pursuers again found him, 
he was tried for bigamy, and sentenced 
to three years’ hard labor in Charles 
town Prison, Mass. After serving half 
his time, Abbott was released with a 
governor's pardon, took up medicine 
again, and shortly found himself in 
Pennsylvania curing the son of a rich 
Dutch farmer and in love with the 
farmer’s cighteen-year old daughter, 
who reciprocated his feeling, although 
Abbort was by now forty. He risked his 
life in many attempted clopements 
which led to severe beatings for both, 
and when finally successful, only ended 
in Abbott's second arrest and im- 
prisonment for bigamy

Gus has 23 months more to serve in 
prison, and then once again, he will be 
a free man. At the age of forty he will 
be given the chance to start over again, 
to go straight’ and prove that he can 
become a responsible citizen 

What are his chances of staying out 
and “‘going straight?’’ Well, judging 
by his past record, they are very slim 
Beginning at the age of seven, when he 
was sent to a child caring agency by 
his father (his mother was dead), he 
has served time 
dustrial schools, jails and prisons all 
over the country His offenses inc luded 
everything from vagrancy to safecrack- 
ing. Thirty of his thirty-cight years 
have been spent in correctional institu 
tions, he has cost the taxpayers in ex- 
cess of $30,000, and all they have to 
show for their money is an habitual 
criminal with several post - graduate 
courses in crime to his credit 

But despite his bad showing, Gus 
has many good qualities. He is intelli-

gent, reads a lot, has a pleasing person- 
ality, and is tall and good-looking. He 


wants to do right, but just doesn’t 
seem to know how. Both his warden 
and Richard T. Smith, Director of Pro- 
bation in New Hampshire, to whose 
care Gus was committed in 1938, 
wonder if he is too old to change his 
life's pattern. 

Gus says, and Smith agrees with him, 
that he “‘never got a break."’ He never 
had any guidance as a child, and there 
was no one to give him a kind word and 
affection. In reformatories he was 
beaten and learned about crime from 
hardened criminals. It would have been

amazing if he had turned out other than 
a criminal. 

And yet it would have been possible 
to set him on the right track, if he had 
only been turned over to probation au- 
thorities early enough. By the time’ he 
was placed on probation at the age of 
twenty-two, he still wanted to become 
honest, but was already set in his ways. 
Honest work seemed dull and unre- 
warding beside the excitement of a law- 
less life. ‘*To me that was the natural 
way to live,"’ says Gus. “I wanted to 
accumulate a lot in a short time."’ And 
so he broke probation, stole, and ended 
up in prison again, and probably always 
will. 

“If we get them young enough, and 
they're all right mentally, then we can 
help them,’’ Smith says. He told of 
another case to illustrate his point, 
about a boy of Gus’ age who was 
placed on probation at age thirteen 
for stealing and truancy His pro 
bation officer acted as a big brother, got 
Joe interested in a boys’ club and inter- 
ceded with his school to take him back 
He became active in athletics, was made 
an all-state tackle his senior year, and 
went on to college, working his way 
through. At the end of his sophomore 
year he was put on scholastic proba- 
tion and had to go to summer school 
He took exams at the beginning of his 
junior year, with the understanding 
that if he did not pass, he would be 
ineligible for football This college 
had the honour system, and Joe was 
allowed to take his examinations in his 
room, where he had all the books he 
needed to find the answers. But al- 
though football meant more .to him 
than anything else, rather than cheat, 
Joe flunked both exams. 


He graduated finally, and today he is 
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a successful, law-abiding citizen, with a 
family and an excellent position. 

These two case histories dramatize 
the need for fully staffed probation 
services in all the states; particularly 
today, when so many families are dis- 
organized, and discipline is at a low 
ebb, a guiding hand is needed for 
juveniles who find themselves in 
trouble. In New Hampshire, despite 
the fantastic case load borne by the few 
probation officers, making individual 
supervision almost impossible; despite 
the fact that money spent per proba- 
tioner is the lowest in the country 
$27.00), Smith's Department contrib- 
uted to reducing prison population by 
1/3 in the last 15 years, saving the tax- 
payer $1500 per year on cac h person not 
sent to prison.

That which must perplex even the
